Save the Boyne River Coalition 
submitted a petition challenging 
the city’s planned discharge of 
waste water effluent into the 
Boyne River. 

“This settlement agreement en- 
sures that the permitted activities 
undertaken by the city will be pro- 
tective of human health and the 
environment,” said DEQ director 
Steven E. Chester. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, the city agreed to construct 
and operate its waste water treat- 
ment facility in accordance with 
its issued permits from the DEQ 
and to continue its historical prac- 
tice of discharging al] waste wa- 
ter effluents into Lake Charlevoix. 
__Its permits do not include con- 


structing infrastructure to dis- 


charge into the Boyne River. As 
part of the agreement, the city will 
be allowed to return to the DEQ 
to request a permit to pipe the ef- 
fluent discharge into the river in 
the future. 

“It is not a question of winning 
or losing, but both sides were able 
to come to an agreement without 
having to go through the courts,” 
said Robert McCann, spokesper- 
son for the DEQ. 

Attorneys for the city and the 
FOBR are in the process of draw- 
ing up a joint press release, but no 
further information was available 
at this presstime. 


Sinking Fund 
passes in EJ 


In Boyne City, Boyne Falls and 
East Jordan, community members 
vied unchallenged for school 
board seats. Without exception, 
they retained or gained the seats 
they sought. 

In East Jordan, where voters 
were asked to approve a millage 
request for a sinking fund, the 
election results were gratifying to 
school officials. 

“The East Jordan community 
has made an investment in qual- 
ity school facilities, and (these) 
results are an indication of that 
community’s desire to keep those 
facilities in excellent shape, ” said 
Chip Hansen, superintendent.

Grandvue tmplenecuts Montessori | 
approach with Alzheimer’s patients 


Trying a new approach

randvue Medical Care Facility is a few weeks into the 

implementation of a new methodology, and it seems to 

be going well. 

The Montessori philosophy of education has been 

; around since 1909, when it was it was first fully de- 
scribed by its foundér, Maria Montessori. It is an educational 
approach that focuses on the talents, needs and individuality of the 
participating students, with emphasis on independence and self- 
reliance, as well as teaching the child practical skills that can be put 
to use in every day life. As a method for working with patients with 
dementia, it is a relatively new concept. 

Grandvue Medical Care Facility in East Jordan received a grant 
from the Charlevoix County Community Foundation to help it 
implement a Montessori-based dementia programming method, 
developed by Cameron Camp, PhD, of the Myers Research Institute. 
The grant paid for a two-day training workshop, during which a 
trainer came up from the institute to work with the staff of 
Horizonvue, the unit at Grandvue whose residents have a primary 
diagnosis of Alzheimer's dementia. 

According to the project coordinators, patients with this diagnosis 
spend “large amounts of time disengaged from their environment; 
sleeping, staring into space, aimless wandering, and making repeti- 
tive movements or vocalizations.” 

Theoretically, the Montessori approach, which was first used with 
brain-damaged children, could be applied to dementia patients 
because the last things to be lost are often the first things we learn. 

Even late-stage patients are often able to read, for ihstance. 

The staff was trained to find those skills — those practical life 
skills — that the patients used in their own lives. These could range. 


> from simple skills. such as folding clothes to more complex ones such 


as reading and following a recipe or raising tomatoes. Residents may 
be able to do tasks such as wiping down tables or sorting and folding - 
articles of clothing — sometimes even including being able to put 
clothes away; if drawers are labeled.-The ability to read is tenacious. 

A few of the Horizonvue staff expressed initial skepticism: those.

The volunteer joins him in his silence, 
willing to work quietly, being. atten- 
tive to his physical needs and consid- 
erate of his emotional ones. 

She works at her cross stitch; he sits 
in his chair; neither speak. She is com- 
fortable, but cannot read his internal 


response to her présence — it does - 


fot matter. His wife needs respite: if 
he does not need conversation; she is 
confident that she is still providing an 
important service. Time passes and 
most of her visits are this silence... 
And then comes the afternoon of 
quiet that is interrupted only when the 
wife comes home.

And yet, emer the activity room, and there are three 
women with largeprint recipes for chocolate chip 
cookies on the table, all Stirring thick batches of 
dough. One Stops periodically to check the recipe, 
although all the ingredients have been added, but they 
all talk happily and work diligently at their dough. One 
woman's efforts have been transferred to cleaning the 
table, and she has a dishcloth which she uses effec- 
lively. 

In the next room, a later-stage group sits around a 
table where a certified nursing assistant, or CENA, is 
stirring the cookies, while the residents read the recipe 
and talk, 

“Don’t forget,” she said, “we're doubling the batch. 
If the recipe calls for one teaspoon of vanilla and we 
are making a double batch, how much vanilla do I 
need to put in?” The residents discuss, remember 
doubling recipes of their own, and advise. _ 

Health department regulations prevent Grandvue 
from being able to serve the cookies, but the residents 
are given cookies from batches prepared and cooked 
under health department guidelines, and the exercise 
satisfies both appetite and achievement. 

It accomplishes something else. The residents are 
not detached from the environment while participating 
in the activity. One woman has a neurological condi- 
tion that causes her to spend most of her time with one 
arm held straight up in the air over her head. She is not 
able to mix her own batch of cookies, but while in the 
cookie-making activity, she is interested in the recipe, 
the ingredients, the other people at the table. She is 
voluble and involved, relating memories and trying to

solve the doubling dilemma. And throughout, her 
hands are in her lap, on the table before her, or 
moving apprepriately to illustrate a thought as she 
speaks. 

The residents, mostly women in this group, have a 
sense of belonging and companionship. They may 
think they are going to work, or to school, or to the 
ladies auxiliary, but they know they are getting 
together with the other ladies, and they look forward 
tO It.

Another skill the method pro- 
motes is matching objects. This 
might mean pairing socks or 
separating skeins of yarn. But the 
program required individual 
research into each resident: what 
their ¢areer was, what they were 
interested in, what their skills and 
hobbies were before Alzheimer’s 
robbed them of those things. 

For instance, a man who spent his 
life working in a garage might 
match wrenches to their shape in a 
toolbox, or match automobile 
manufacturer's logos rather than 
pair socks. 

There are a group of men who 
gather to do wood-working, and the 
resulting bookshelves are sanded 
velvet smooth, and finished with 
tung oil, by the men themselves. 

“We are primarily hoping to 
restore dignity and enjoyment of 
life,” Grandvue’s Therese Rasch 
said. “We are not expecting huge turn-arounds in lives 
of late-stage patients, but this Iets them have a role.” 

Still, the act of cleaning a table or hanging up clothes 
seems to do more than just give patients a task to 
perform. It may help maintain levels of progressive 
dementia, according to research, although this remains 
uncertain. 

“If it gives them six more months or a year, that is a 
lot for their families,” Rasch said, but added that it was 


Horizonvue residents. 

“The potential is limitless — the work is in finding 
what works, what things are tied to something real; a 
positive memory or a real skill,” Rasch said. “This 
isn’t just an ‘activity-of-the-day’ —- we will be 
evaluating as we go. We want to make sure we aren’t 
neglecting latent skills while we tend to disabilities 
and mect needs.” 

Rasch noted_that almost everything the medical care 
facility staff does is for the well-being of its residents. 
But this, while efficient and well-intentioned, has the 
potential to be detrimental to very people it intends to 
help- ; : 

“We leave them with nothing to do, nothing left and 
not even the words to express their boredom, helpless- 
ness and frustration,” she said. These tasks give 
patients more of a role in their lives, and also help to 
deal with some of the behaviors associated with 
dementia — the detachment, excessive sleeping, and 
agitation that is often present. 


The program does seem to be helping in many 
instances. Male volunteers would he appreciated to 
help with activities, and family members are encour- 
aged to be involved. But in the end, it is the residents 
who are getting a new lease on life. 


“We just need to get our hands off and their hands 
on,” Rasch said. Behind her, a late-rising resident 
comes in to the activity room and heads straight for the 
windows to check on the tomato plants, which grow 
determinedly under the care of hands long accustomed 
to a garden. And the mind, confused about people, 
places and time, recognizes the growing things, and

The hospice interdisciplinary team must 
include doctors, nurses, social workers, chaplains.

Hospice of Northwest Michigan provides the 
volunteer and bereavement members of the team. 

Hospice volunteers are given extensive training, but 
are not expected to be medical experts or nurses. They

meaningful visits for the both the patient and volunteer, 
as well as a chance for the caregiver to run errands or 
just spend some time alone. 

Volunteers may read to the patient, may do same 
cooking or light housework (housework is not a 
requirement in any situation, but the volunteer may feel 
that this would be an important help to the family in 
some circumstances), and may spend time listening and 
being an emotional support. 

A volunteer will never be expected to do nursing or 
emergency medical work— the hospice team provides 
qualified nursing staff that is on call 24-hours a day, 
seven days a week, and a volunteer will have a hotline 
number available at all times should an emergency 
arise. 

The volunteer may not give medications, and will not 
be asked to perform tasks that he or she is uncomfort- 
able with. The volunteer will be trained for a specific 
role: to support the family and the patient as they move 
through a difficult time with kindness, consideration, 
compassion and confidentiality, and to assist them in 
ways that are sufficient and appropriate. The actual 
method of assistance, or tasks that the volunteer may 
perform will be unique to each situation and the needs 
of the patient and his or her family. 

Hospice of Northwest Michigan is a volunteer-driven 
component, and is not covered by any funding. 
However, the organization does incur some expense. 
Each family is followed by Hospice for 13 months after 
the death of their loved one, as they move through the 
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process of bereavement. Hospice helps families deal 
with their losses, providing emotional support on a 
personal Jeve! —- sending cards to cheer difficult dates, 
anniversaries, birthdays. and holidays, and also just 
reminders that the family is being thought of. In 
addition, the bereavement component of Hospice will 
make phone calls and visits to families, as wel] as 
providing a library with videos, audio tapes and books 
that may be helpful : 
Hospice is always looking for mature adults who 
want to help, are nonjudgmental in attitude, are sensi- 
tive to the needs of others, are kind, are honest, and are 
willing to simply be available. Volunteers can set their

racing the history of the Boyne City 

National Mushroom Festival and hunt is 

not difficult. All the necessary research - 

can be done at the offices of “The Citizen,” 
where for 41 years the paper has reported on this event in 
great detail. 

It first announced this Chamber.of Commerce-spon- 
sored event on April 28, 1960, indicating that the “first 
annual national mushroom hunting championships” would 
be held on May 7 and 8 of that year. Mrs. Mary Stark of 
East Jordan was declared the first champion for picking 
388 morels in 90 minutes. 

As the hunt grew in size, the.parade of hunters’ cars that 
crawled through the city streets and to the site of the hunt 
was discontinued. It had become difficult to find parking 
space for so many vehicles at the scene of the hunt, for 
one thing. Now cars park downtown and are shuttled to 
the hunting grounds in school buses. 

But one of those car parades in the early days resulted 
in a split hunt. The parade wound through the streets until 
the back half stopped at Boyne’s single traffic light as the 
signal changed. The head of the parade continued on,

wins award

For the second time in a year, a major historic renova- 


tion award has been captured by the owners of the Main 
Street Center of East Jordan. ; 

The Michigan Historic Preservation Network has 
awarded the 2005 Building Award to Main Street Center, 
LLC, which is comprised of Floyd and Todd Wright of 
Boyne City and Charlevoix State Bank of Charlevoix. 

The award was presented to the principals of Main Street 
Center, LLC at the East Jordan city commission meeting 
on Tuesday, May 4, by city administrator Dave White, 
who accepted the award on April 13 at a special presenta- 
tion in East Lansing. 

The award presentation cites the renovation of the 1899 
Porter Lumber Company building and the adjoining 
Vortruba building as a “revitalization not only of a build- 
ing, but also an entire downtown ... no longer is the sub- 
ject of businesses closing a hot topic of conversation, in- 
stead it is how to best handle the new demand for parking 
downtown.” 

The project, which saved the long- vacant historic build- 
ings from demolition, has created 22 new jobs in the down- 
town and is the location of seven businesses and the East 
Jordan Area Chamber of Commerce.
